SOMETHING ABOUT 
PROPELLERS. 


And the Different Casualties That Hreafc 


These Masfalve Casting. 


The propeller of a steamer is a compara- 


tively insignificant object compared with 
the huge body it propels against the com- 
ained forces of wave and wind, but they 
come to grief frequently In a variety of 
ways A few days ago the red D steamer 
Venezuela, in a calm sea, without a breath 
of wind almost, suddenly lost one blade of 
ber screw, just as suddenly and with as 
little cause ot notice as overripe fruit 
drops from its parent bough 


Around the dry docks are numbers of 


gigantic propellers, all in one stage or other 
of dilapidation Some are cast in the solid 
—that is to say, the hub through which th» 
shaft passes and the fans which extend 
from It are one solid tasting 
Others are 


built or cast, rather, In sections, the hub ii 
one, and each fan or blad* l« another, 
which fit into bases made for them in the 
bub, where they are screwed OL by huge 
bolts that are set lu the Hub castinut 
Where one fan or Blade it broken it is 
easily replaced, as the makers retain the 
models of all wheels or propellers, at they 
are indifferently called, which they cast. 
Then the entire wheel is not rendered use- 
less, as in the case when ts, solidly cast pro- 
peller like the Venezuela's comes to grief 


It is extraordinary to see the proportion 


of vessels that arrive having received some 
damage to their piopellers 
Occasionally 


damage is done by the shaft racing, as it Is 
technically called. That is caused by the 
steamship plunging head on Into the trough 
of a big sea, and so elevating the stern »nd 
the propeller that It is completely out of 
water, and being suddenly rid of the re- 
sistance the engine runs away, so to speak, 
just as an,ordinary engine will do when a 
driving belt slips off or breaks. Occasion 
ally propellers are broken by striking 
floating logs or ice, and rarely by striking 
a whale or large fish, when it is so much 
the worse for the fish. 


But therp is one curious fact always 


noticeable about propellers; that is, that 
the extremities of the blades are eaten 
away as though by some corrosive acid. 
They are pierced with holes of greatei or 
lesser depth, which weaken the points of 
the fans so that they snap off, These 
corrosions are said to be caused by the 
action of the water, but It seems strange 
that the wearing should take the form of 
honeycombing the metal instead of wear- 
ing it away smoothly, as the mere friction 
of striking the water might be supposed 
to do. 
Recently screws or propellers aro made 


of different combinations of brass and 
otl'fr metals, especially tor steam yachts, 
and are veiy costly. A short time ago 
Pierpont Morgan's yacht struck a rock in 
the sound. The foice of tbe blow smashed 
one blade clean off, although fastened ou 
by eight or ten 3-inch bolts secured by 
massive nuts, and a second blade was curlefl 
up by the blow just like a sheet of lead. 
Tbis wheel was designed by Beaver Webb, 
was onjy ft three bladed one and yet ft 
cost the comparatively enornjpus sum of 
$2,800. 
It was made of a^lqmppsition 


metal resembling brass in color, called 
Mayanese bronze. 


Iu large ocean fcteamships, if the pro- 


pellers are not one solid casting it is usual 
to covei the nuts and bolt points which 
fasten the fans to the hub with 8 cement, 
This is so tenacious and becomes so hard 
when once set that it rarely breaks until 
ts removal becomes, necessary, when it 
.?ives the workmen a haid tussle tore- 
move it. —Brooklyn Eagle.

drawn, is a British possession in the West 
Indies, It was one of the little spots of 
terra firma against which Columbus ran, 
when in 1408 he pushed his explorations 
farther westward in search of that mari- 
ners' phantasm, the northwest passage. 
The island was then inhabited solely by 
Caribs, a wild and warlike, but withal in- 
telligent, race, not unlike the North Anjer- 
ican Indians, peculiar in their language, 
which, like thuj Choctatv of our own west- 
ern tribe, has been mastered by few if any 
white men For many years the island 
remained a peglected dependency of Spain. 
with a constantly dwindline population, 
mpsrly natives and Imported negioes. In 
1797 it passed into the hands of the British 
government and has remained an English 
colony sinqe, 


There ore but two towns of importance 


on the island—Port of Spain and San Fer 
nando, Theee live mostly by their im- 
ports, the cLJef productions of the island 
beyond its own necessities being asphalt 
and cocoanuts. The sugar crop is large, 
but it does not, pay to export it. The pop- 
ulation of the towns is mixed. English la 
the court language, but the majority of 
the people are negroes, descendants of the 
old slave stock, who talk a patois of min- 
gled French, Spanish and English that is 
described as the "most back handedest 
lingo" any heathen ever invented. 


Some of the original Caribs are still to 


be found among the island people, but 
they are rapidly disappearing, and in their 
place is now seen the imported cooly The 
cooly trade, which was origina'Iy insti- 
tuted to furnish cheap labor for the plan- 
tations, was in former times a terrible dis- 
grace to the islands and partook of more 
than all the 'horrors of the African slave 
trade. Thousands of the miserable ASiat- 
ics were gaci'ified in the business by the 
~r :- s>- '• uiLu faulty of the masters who 
brought them over, and although imported 
under the guise of a labor contract, not 
one in hundreds of them ever lived to re- 
turn home. Stringent laws governing the 
traffic are now enacted, however, and, what 
is more to the purpose, are well enforced, 
and many of the coolies by the time they 
nave served their eight years' contract out 
are well to do citizens, being paid for their 
work by the piece and saving nearly all 
they earn. 
The great pitch lake, which ts the chief 


wonder and attraction of the island, Is sit- 
uated in a low, sandy stretch of the south- 
west coast, near Cape Corbaray. The sur 
rounding country is low and malarial, in 
striking contrast to the high hills and rich, 
woodlands of the coast farther back 
The 


lake is owned by the pritistf government, 
and leased by it to an American firm which 
controls the trade for the United States, 
Their present lease has forty-two years yet 
to run. The laborers are all negroes, even 
the coolies shrinking from the heat and 
low fevers of the place. The lake itself 
is about a mile iu diameter, hard at the 
edges and softening toward the middle. 
Xhe surface is confcioualiy changing, ap- 
paretrij from some subterranean action, 
au<l lit tit oases of dry land and even trees 
and shrubs will disappear in a single 
night and fresh islands pf soil be reared, in 
other places, 
The lake is in all probability merely an 


unusually large deposit of bitumen or soft 
coal that has undergone its transforma- 
tion from decaying vegetable matter in 
contact with water, and too near the sur- 
face for the earth pressure above to harden 
it thoroughly. Hundreds of the negroes

How It Diffeira from the Booji (Learning 


of Our Forefather*. 


The most Careless observer cannot fail to 


note the changes ip educational methods 
which have been introduuced in recent 
times and in clivers phases of education— 
the kindergarten, industrial education, 
manual training, out of door classes in 
botany and geology, laboratory work and 
seminary methods in the higher courses. 
The most careless observer may not, how- 
ever, realize that these new methods are 
all parts of a symmetrical whole, different 
phases of that new education which isquit« 
is characteristic of our time at the new 
icience or the new theology. 
The traditional education aimed to giv« 


Information. It treated the mind as a re- 
ceptacle and knowledge ae the material 
with which the before empty receptacle 
was to be filled. And as information l» 
for the most part contained in books, the 
old education was bookish. It began with 
th« alphabet; It proceeded by means of 
text books; Its aim, was to give the student 
what those text books contained; it ex- 
amined him only or chiefly to ascertain 
whether he had possessed himself of their 
contents.

taking out cargo after cargo from the. sup- 
ply that seems never to diminish. They 
work under overseers of their own color 
and are paid at the rate of seventy-two 
cents a day. The asphalt crust is broken 
up with picks and crowbais, and is loaded 
on dump carts drawn by a single sun dried 
mule, In whom the constant boiling tem- 
perature seems to have concentrated all 
the native meanness of his species. 


The carts crunch through a long sandy 


road down to the wharf at the water's 
edge, where the load is dumped and carried 
by wheelbarrows on board the lighters, 
which in turn carry it out to the ships, ly- 
ing a half mile out in the shoal water. 
The rough lumps of pickings are hoisted 
on board in baskets and piled in the bold, 
where they sink down into a compact mass, 
requiring a fresh filling the next day, and 
so on till the solid cargo is completed.

How Distant Is Nova? 


We know nothing of the distance of tho 


Nova from our system, but the assump- 
tion is not an improbable one that it was 
as far away from us as the Nova of 1876, 
for which Sir Robert Ball failed to find 
any parallax. If this be so, the emission 
of light suddenly sot up in the very faint 
stars, certainly within two days, and pos- 
sibly, as in the case of the Nova of 1888, 
within a few hours, was much greater 
than the light emitted by our sun. Yet 
within boino Botne fifty days after its dis- 
covery, ut the end of January, its light fell 
to about the one-three-hundredth part, and 
in some three months to tho one-ten-thou- 
sandth part. 
So long as its spectrum 


could be observed, the chief features re- 
mained unchanged, 


Under what conditions could we suppose 


the sun to cool down sufficiently for its 
light to decrease to a similar, extent in BO 
short a time, and without the incurring of 
material changes in the solar spectrum? 
It is therefore scarcely conceivable that 
we tave to do with the conversion of 
gravitational energy into light and heat. 
On the view we haya ventured to suggest, 
the rapid calming down, after some sway- 
ing to and fro of the tidal disturbances 
and the closing in again of the outer and 
cooler gases, together with the want of 
transparency which otten comes in under 
such circumstances, might account reason- 
ably for the very rapid and at flrst curi- 
ously fluctuating waning of the Nova, as 
well as for the want of changes in the 
spectrum.—William Huggins in Fortnight- 
ly Review.

tation ticket, such as now gives a man rates 
as low as twenty cents for fifty miles and 
back.

The finest codfish m the -world are caught 


on the banks of Newfoundland. 
These 


banks have no connection with the shores 
of tha islands, fiom which indeed the 
nearest is almost 100 miles distant They 
are really great rocky heights rising from 
the bottom of the sea The great bank 
measures 540 miles from north to south, 
and from east to west it measures in places 
300 milei On this bank the depth of 
watei varies from CO to 860 feet, but the 
depth around it is from 10,000 to 150,000 
feet 


The fishing giounds—or "cod meadow," 


as they are called—do not cover the whole 
bank, but are about 200 miles long by 67 
broad 
Though these have been fished for 


400 years the cod are as plentiful as eVer 
To the east of the great bank lies the 
outer or false bank, where the sea is from 
SCO to 600 feet deep 
The cod caught on 


the banks are finer and larger than the fish 
taken off the Labrador coast This is sup- 
posed to be due to the fact that they hare 
reached the age of four years and upward, 
at which age their habits lead them to feed 
on the banks in preference to the shore, 
where the younger fish remain all the year. 
—Goldthwaite's Geographical Magazine

Thi inspection of tho life saving sta- 


tion 
flnieherl. and I was compli- 


' inentmg tho captain upon the efficiency 


of hi crow \vhon it suddenly occurred 
to mi that one of them, whom 1 had es- 
pecial lyremarkel at ray last visit, was 
missing. 


"What has become of Iho man you 


used to call Harry?" 1 inquired. "He 
was l>ie strongest and handsomest fel- 
low I uver saw — quick as a cat and light 
on hi-i feet as a feather. Has be loft 
yon?' 


Thi' captain looked at mo aghast. 
"W hat! Haven't you heard about it?" 


he faltered. "No? Well, it's quite a 
story. If you've plenty of time I'll toll 
you about it." 


I li.-i 1 plenty of time and wanted to 


hear 1 lie story, eo we Bat down near the 
door, imd tho captain began: 


"I iiappOHO you recollect thai; long, 


fierce houtheast gale we had last winter, 
don't s ou? Well, it blow from the south- 
east for two days, with heavy squalls of 
snow. It was bitter cold. Everything 
was covered with ieo and snow, and tho 
worst soa that I have heard of began 
tumbl ing up on tho rocks. 


"On th 3 morning of the third day the 


cloudu began to break away and the 
wind i lied down to a light gale. Almost 
all of the schooners in the roads got un- 
der way and started for Harchy harbor. 
Somo of the smaller ones had to put 
back, I he sea being too heavy, but the 
larger ones kept on, and I suppose they 
made a good run of it, as the wind was 
fair. 


"Tli it night it started in to blow as 


if it v us possessed to blow tho earth off 
its foundation. At 10 o'clock it began 
snowing. The flakes were aboxit as big 
as aliftyrent piece, making it impossi- 
ble to recognip.e anything over five feet 
away 
The snow fell until about 12, 1 


think 
After that it slowly began to 


clear up and the wind came in gusts of 
diminnhed strength. 
At daylight it 


was blowing a moderate southerly 
breezo nnd tho sky was clear. 
We 


searcli"d the shore and sea for signs of a 
wreck, but could not find any. 


"I vas just going to pnt tho glass 


away when my eye caught the waving 
of something on Darning's island. At 
soon in the glass was brought to bear 1 
saw tli roe or four men running around 
thoro. 1 suppose they were trying to 
keep themselves from freezing. There's 
the isl.ind off there— tho one that is al- 
most i c mnd. 


"Thi island rises about twenty feet 


out of i he water. The cliffs are almost 
straiglit up and down, with twenty-one 
fathonn of water at their base. But on 
the so> i them side there is a small beach, 
which is bare at low water. From this 
beach are projected two reefs that are 
awash at low tide. They form natural 
jetties, and they are about fifteen feet 
apart and parallel to each other. They 
extend out from tlie beach in a south- 
ern cbiection for about two hundred 
feet. 


"I h,id the crew called, and every- 


thing -u as soon ready for starting. We 
decided that the only safe way for 113 to 
get tho men off from the island would 
be for us to go as close as possible and, 
lying there, shoot the life line to them 
and haul them thraugh the surf to the 
boat. Jt was a rough way, but as there 
was no other feasible plan we mado 
our prtparations for its execution. Tho 
only pi, ice on which a boat coxild land 
on the i sland was on that small beach, 
and to net there wo would have to go 
between those jetties, and even in fine 
weathei it was a risky job with such a 
large b< >av. With tho sea then running 
it was not to bo thought of. 


"As .soon as I had seen every arrange- 


ment completed and the gear in place. 
we ran the boat out of the house and 
succeedi d in launching her without 
taking a drop of water on board. We 
had a long, tedious pull. It was like 
•walking in deep, loose sand. When we 
arrived at the island we pulled around 
it once, looking for the most favorable 


, position for us to work from. We de- 


cided that the mouth of the jetties 
would l.e the best place. So taking our 
station there we boated the two bow 
oars, ami Harry uncovered the gun and 
got her ready for use, while Bill looked 
oat for the line. 


"The noise was simply deafening, and 


tho sea was a mass of froth and foam, 
as the v aves dashed themselves on the 
reefs. Seeing a big wave coming, and 
looking as if it was about to break, 1 
sung out, 'Stern all!' but owing to the 
noise t!my did not hear me, and seeing 
me woi king as if for dear life at the 
steering oar, they gave a stroke ahead 
BO that the wave would break astern 
of us. 


"That stroke carried us between the 


re*efs, and in the next instant the wave 
was upon us.

"We 
could not remain indecisive, as tho tide 
was riuin;; and the beach would soon bo 
covered. Wo placed the shipwrecked 
crew in the boat and endeavored to 
launch her, using the oars to pole her 
off; but he water soon deepened and 
we were thrown back on the beach. 
Three times we launched tho boat, and 
each time we wore thrown back on the 
beach. 


"By tld i time wo were wot through 


and through. Our clothes were frozen 
and stiif as boards. We were dis-' 
couraged, cold and exhausted. It was 
evident tl at the sea must go down be- 
fore we could launch our boat and get 
away,. B it tho tide was rising, The 
small boa h would soon be covered and 
we should have to retreat up tho cliffs 
and leave the boat, our only means of 
escape, t< > bo dashed to pieces on the 
rocks. 
"W hat were wo to do? Here we 


wore on a bare rock which was covered 
with snovi, without a fire or any means 
of warming our almost frozen bodies. 
Nothing tut death in a horrible form 
was bofoi'ii us. 


"The cold was intense, and we were 


becoming numb. In order to warm our 
blood I soiTed out a big drink of whisky 
all around. This seemed to start our 
blood mo^ ing once more, but it failed to 
raise our s pirits, I thought of my wife 
and babie. at home. What would they 
do when I was gone? I thought, too, of 
the warm flie, the dry clothes and the 
comfortable bod at the station. I roused 
myself, fo r it would not do to give up. 
Wo must j;et off, but nobody could think 
of any wa /. 


"As I f bought, I became very much 


worked u\>, and looked around for some 
one on whom to vent my rage, 1 saw 
Harry sittmg in a crevice of tho cliff, 
calmly pu Bng away at his pipe. This 
somehow aggravated me. 
I walked 


over to hi n, and asked him if he was 
going to s) t there like a blooming idiot 
and not dc anything to help save him- 
self and tl o rest of us. 


"He stood up and his face turned 


pale, for I said a great deal more than I 
have told you about, but let that pass. 
Ho looked me all over, i thought he 
was going to strike me. Then, walking 
toward th( boat, he said, as he passed mo, 
Til get yo i out of this scrape, but'— Ho 
was gom§ to say something more, but 
evidently < hanged his mind.

my hand, launch your boat and waip 
her ont wiHi this lino.' 


"Without another word ho began 


crawling c ut on the reef. 
We thought 


each wave would sweep him off. 
But 


after each one had passed over him w e 
would tee him crawl out a little farther. 
Slowly and steadily he ciawled to tho 
outer pom1 and signaled. Then, throw- 
ing bunsell on his face, ho dug his hands 
and foot in tho crevices and braced him- 
self for tlu strain. 
The tido had risea 


and ho wn i now under water almost all 
tho time. 


"We launched Uio boat and the first 


time we ti iod wo warped her ont far 
enough to iso our oars, but it took time 
to do it. 


"When we got to Harry wo tiied to 


draw him 1 o the boat, but wa could not 
move him. We shouted and told him 
to let go, but he did not move. It was 
not until »ve pulled ou him sideways 
that wo gol him to tho boat.

On Aerial Navigation. 


In n papei on modern aerial navigation, 


read by Clip tain J. D. Fullerton, R. E., be- 
foro the Ro; ill United Service institution, 
the object w as to show that the science of 
aeronautics was based upon simple rules 
and common sense, nnd not upon wild and 
vnguo theories opposed to all principles of 
iiatuio. Cn ptain Fullerton divided aerial 
navigation into two distinct branches: Bal- 
looning or m ivigation by means of machines 
lighter than air, and aeration or naviga- 
tion by means of machines heavier than 
the air. 


Describing tho requirements of a pro- 


posed war b illoon, he said these were that 
it should be able to carry three or four pas- 
sengers, a si pplj of explosive shells and n 
machine gun or two, that it should be able 
to travel at i he rate of about thirty miles 
an hour on n still day, which would enable 
it to keep up with almost any warship 
afloat.—Lomlon Nutuie.

try in the United States. Situated in tho 
very heart of the Rocky mountains, the 
least settled part, tho towering peaks and 
wooded slopes literally teem with deer, elk 
and bear. But the onward march of civi- 
lization is making great inroads upon these 
proud denizens of tho forest, and soon they 
will have joined the buffalo in the happy 
hunting ground. In a varied experience, 
covering several years, it has been my 
pleasuio to study the habits and character 
istics of these animals, and I believe of all 
the Urge game on this continent the elk is 
tho noblest, the grandest, the stateliest 
The moose, caribou, deer or mountain 
sheep has each its points of excellence thai 
endear it to the heart of the sportsman 
but the elk possesses more than any of the 
others. 
In Bi/.e, sagacity, cunning one 


wariness he is the superior of them all. 
His keen scent, his penetrating eye, his 
acuto sense of hearing, combine in making 
him one of the most difficult animals tc 
kill. 


He will tiavel twenty-four houis with 


ease, never stopping to eat or drink. His 
gait is a swift, swinging trot 
He is as 


graceful as a fawn and moves over the 
ground at an astonishing pace. With h.. 
immense antlers thrown back on his shoulj 
dcrs he will go through rocks, down tim- 
ber or brash with the greatest ease where 
a horse, and sometimes a man, would have 
diflieulty in following. He is often found 
above timber line and will traverse narrow 
passes and defiles, climbing over walls of 
rock and through fissures where it would 
seem impossible for an animal of his size 
to go. 
, 


I well remember tho first time I heaid an 


elk bugle. I was alone on top of the great 
divide, and was walking along the bank of 
the dizzy canyon at the very head of Fish 
cieek. I was a novice in those days, and 
fully expected to see a herd of grizzly beats 
at every step 
My nei ves were at a great 


tension, as the deep and gloomy canyons 
and craggy cliffs at that point are dark 
and foicboding, and have an oppressive ef- 
fect on a tendeifoot. 


Suddenly there burst upon my cars the 


clear, penetrating bugle ol an elk. It was 
a most stiauge, weird, peculiar sound, 
balThng all efforts of the most skilliul 
wold painter and startling in its sudden- 
ness. My hair stood on end. 
I wanted to 


run, but did not know which way to go, 
as the sound seemed to come rolling in 
fiom every direction. I was bewildered 
as the sound echoed from cliff to cliff and 
went rolling away in the distance. Again 
pealed out that clarion note, and this time 
I espied along the canyon bank a moving 
object, which I soon madeout to bo an elk. 


He was a noble spesimen, with immense 


spreading antlets, and was coming directly 
toward me. I dropped down behind a rock 
and awaited him. 
Jubt in front of me was 


a beautiful little park covered with a 
carpet of eieen grass, plentifully sprinkled 
with (lowers, and into this he turned. He 
stopped, threw his head back, swelled his 
neck to an enormous size and once more 
omitted that mournful wail. 
While lie 


was standing thus 1 took careful aim and 
fired He dropped hko a log. 
The bullet, 


took him sqnuie between the eyes. His 
autleis had rune prongs- to the side, and 
the tip was six feet from his head. 


During tlie latter part of November, 


\vheu the soft downy snow had piled up 
over a foot deep on t he valley, I accompa- 
nied a hunting expedition to the head- 
waters of Elk nver 
Here tho elk congre- 


gate in laige bauds preparatory for their 
winter trip south 
AVo shoveled off a 


camping place and built a roaring fire.- 
After supper ive sat aiound on logs and 
smoked and -iold stories until late and 
then rolled into our beds, spread on a 
thick layer of .spruce boughs, and di earned 
of elk and bear and all other game that is 
dear to the heart of the sportsman. How 
one can sleep on a bed of spruce boughs! 
Morning dawned blight and clear, and 
long before sunrise we were in motion. 
Wo heard an elk bugle just over a little 
hill from our camp, and believing there 
was a band of them we made in that direc- 
tion. 


As we came upon the hill and lookec 


over we saw a beautiful sight. There in c 
little valley was a bunch of more, than. 20 
elk. 
Somo were Ij ing some standing anc 


others walking back and foith like senti 
nels watching over a sleeping army. Noise- 
lessly we crept back, and making a wide 
detour we surrounded them. 
The sun 


was well up by this time, and as it shone 
upon tlie fiost mcrnsted boughs of the 
spruce they shone and sparkled like clus 
ters of diamonds. The peaks are warmec 
with a glow of sunlight, and are tmge< 
with a golden halo. It was a scene o. 
marvelous giandeur and beauty. A signa 
was given and we all moved forward. An 
ever watchful bull sounds a note of alarm 
and instantly tho herd is in motion. They 
go slowly clown the gulch, moving ingooc 
order, although the snow is three feel 
deep.
